SIZOO stated that the President of 
the United States instructed the FBI to conduct investigation 
Into all aspects of the assassination of President KENNEDY. 

1 advised SIZOO I was in receipt of a request fro* 
the local Secret Service for the identity of th® printing 
company where OSWALD had the FPCC handbills and FPCC appli-^ 
cation and membership cards printed* 2 asked if should 

be made available to Secret Service on a local level. 



SIZOO said this information should not be sad® 
available and that the Bureau had had several instances where 
Secret Service was interviewing people that Bureau Agents had 
previously Interviewed or was interviewing persons that Bureau 
representatives had not yet Interviewed and as a practical 
aatter. Secret Service had ao authority to do no in vie® ot the 
President’s instructions, together with the fact th© 
Jurisdiction over all Internal Security mattera. 

SIZOO stated that th® Bureau's liaison representative 
GRIN BARTLET T had been in contact with Secret Service on several 
occasions. Including sometime on the morning of 12/6/ S3, in 
connection with reported inquiries Secret Serric® in making. 
SIZOO stated he* would again h&v® BARTLETT contact secret.
